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BLACKLEO if CATTLE 


During the last fall we unfortu- 
mately have been visite] by a serious 
@utbreak of blackleg among the 
young cattle, Quite 1 vumber have 
@ied and probably amongst the range 
eattle many nore have died than can 
be known till the round up. A visita- 
tion like this amongst cattle is of an 
very serious nature,not only from the 
actuni present losses but also from 
the possibilities of a permanent men- 
ace in districts where cases of black- 
leg have occurred, and when we 
point out that to a great extent a rem- 
edy is in the cattle owners own 
hands, we are sure that many of our 
readers wil! be glad to take steps to 
protect their herds. 

It is a disease the nature of which 
is so little generally known that many 
stockmen simply look upon a visita- 


tion of the disease with the attitude of | 


fatalists, and blame the country, cli- 
mate or feed as elements over which 
they have no control, Some few at 
tempt remedies which might do good 


such as putting a seton in the dewlap, | 


cutting the ears and tatis to cause 
bleeding, and by various methods 
lowering the condition of the animals 
with the idea of lessening the risk of 
fafection or rather innoculation, but 
we are informed upon good authority 
that tuese preventative measures are 
practicaly useless, and at present there 
is only one known method of  pre- 
venting this disease, which metho! we 
wili presently discuss. 

We have no doubt our readers will 
be interested to know what blackies 
really is, and in fact its history, and 
although in this present article we 
only deal very curyorily with the sub- 
ject, someone, i fact many, may

The symptems cf blackleg are pretty 
well known to aii ranchers and stock- 
men. A young animal a'most always 
in the best possible covdtiion, sudden- 
ly becomes dull and listless with a

._ times the legs swell up and then the 
throat and all the soft tissues become 
inflamed and death very rapidly tires 
place, sometimes in a few hours, us 
vally in about a couple of days, occas- 
jonally it is a week or more, and alas! 
very ,very rarcly the animal recovers, 
When dead if the veins be opened the 
Dlood wut be found thick and turbid 
and almost black; hence the name 
blackleg, for the big veins of the 
thigh are the ones that exhibit this 
peculiarity most strongly. The tissues 
too, between the skin and the flesh 
will be found blubbery ur frothy, 
Blackleg is what is known as bacillus 
or germ, having eggs or spores. It is 
the germ that causes death and the 
spores that carry infection, sue di- 
gease or rather the spores of it exist 
in the soil and it is a general opinion 
that the buffalo which used to roam 
the prairie died in considerable num- 
bera from blackleg, leaving the spores 
in the places where they died. Now 
these spores like most spors of diseas- 
es are most tenacious of vitality, the 
spores of blackleg for instance can 
be boiled 20 minutes, frozen 200 deg. 
below zero and yet retain their vital- 
itland immersion too in some of the 
strongest acids fails to thoroughly 
destroy them. and as they will live 
practicaly an unlimited number of 
years it can easily be understood how 
the infection can be retained by the 
soil. Now blackleg can only be com- 
municated in one way; it develops in 
what are called the intermediary or 
connective tissues, so that it requires 
an abrasion, or wound, to allow the 
spores to reach these tisues. An ab- 
rasion or wound can be caused in 
Bumberless ways of course, but young 
animals losing their teeth, as ihey us- 
ually do in the late summer or fall, 
are peculiarly liable to be inocculated 
with the spores. Of course where the 
feed is rough slight wounds of the 
gums and in the mouth are Hable to 
happen, but euch wounds are eéx- 
tremely slight. A cut or wound tn the 
feet or in the cleft of the hoof would 
also be « fertile course for the germs 
to work into the tissues, Once into 
the tissucs the development of the 
germ proceeds with amazing rapidity 
and the disease, for so it then be- 
comes, very quickly produces’ the 
dreaded symptoms and death. 

It is impossible for the animal to 
become innoculated through the ali- 
mentary canal or digestive organs 
unless, as we have stated, there is a 
wound in the mouth, so that this 
scourge of the stockraiser cannot be 
said to be contagious in any way, for 
the skin does not as it does in some 
contagious diseases exuviate or throw 
out spores to germinate in the pores 
of the skin of other animals, Nor 
ii infectious by means of the breath, 
saliva or evacuations. 

It has been noticed that this disease 
is almost invariably confined to young 
animals either fat or In good eondi- |

In the ordinance 
dealing with contegious discases of 
animals prescribes this burning and 
the stockowner should recognize that 
it ie to his interest to carry out the 
law, which is passed entirely for his 
protection. ’ 

The naturai history of bacilli of di- 
sease is an ever increasing source of 
wonder and curiosity, and at times 
reads like a fairy tale. We have read 
somewhere, where we can't for the 
present remember, that eome of the 
aborigines of Central Africa poison 
their arrows by dipping the points in 
earth, which is found in places im- 
pregnated with the bacillus or spores 
of tetanus, so that a wound given pro- 
duces a fearful death. Now tetanus 
has in its history some similiarity with 
blackleg, and a number of diseases 
apparently utterly dissimilar. Black- 
leg, nowever is singular in one respect 
for it affects only cattle and sheep 
and other ruminants and does not 
affect human beings, dogs etc, Tetanus 
affects nearly all animals more or 
less. 

By the way, talking of tetanus re- 
minds us of a case we heard of from 
Mr. Robinson of the Chipman ranche. 
A team of mares with foal at foot 
had been left in a corral one hot sum- 
mer day without water and developed 
as is not unusual in similar cases, 
symptoms of tetauns, so that though 
very thirsty they could not drink, I 
think Mr. Robinson said the team be- 
longed to Mr, Goddard. A hypoder- 
mie injection of serum was made in 
the neck and flank of each animal, and 
then they were turned loose; they 
went into the water and though they 
could not drink they had a = good 
splash. One inare was worse than the 
other and reauired a second injection, 
But after receiving the injection both 
animals showed an immediate im- 
| provement and relaxation of the mus- 
cles and = quickly improved. But 
blackleg Is our subject and not tetan- 
us or lockjaw; and the only satisfac- 
tory proved remedy is innoculation by 
the virus.

The percentage of losses through 
vaccination is extremely small, in 
fact it amounts to nothing, and all 
stockowhets especially in districts 
where cases of blackleg have occurred 
previously should not fal! to vaccin- 
ate their young stock. 

As we said before this article is not 
intended as an expert exposition on 
the disease but it is simply intended 
to attract our readers attention to a 
cheap and effective remedy for 
worst disease our cattle suffer from, 


THE MOODIA EXPED!TION 


Laffert: accompanied 
iIuspeetor Moodie over the Peace 
river route from Edmonton to the 
Yukon, is visiting with his parents, 
looking remarkably well after his 
trip. 

Inspector Moocie’s party of five in 
all slaughtered their horses soon 
after leaving Half Way river for dog 
feed and later dried some of the meat. 
Further on they cached a large por- 
tion of their provisions about 15 days 
east of Fort Graham, which was 
reached on January 18th, On arriv- 
ing there they found provisions were 
short and could get little but flour, 
(The Indians were themselves in a 
starving condition, game being scarce) 
and on this and what fish they caught 
through the ice they lived for some 
time, the snow being too soft and 
deep to allow of their going back to 
fetch provisions from their cache. 
Later the Indians managed to secure 
afew moose and the snow being 
crusted they were enabled to fetch in 
their provisions. The party remained 
at Fort Graham until March Ist, when 
they left for Quesnelle to purchase 
fresh horses, going down Findlay 
river, up Parsnip river to Macteod 
lake, then 90 miles to Stewart lake 
and from thence to Quesnelle. Re- 
turning north they arrived again at 
Stewart lake on May 14, there they 
waited one month for the grass to 
grow so as to feed their horses for 
the return trip to Fort Graham by 
way of Mauson creek, between 
Mauson creek and Fort Graham they 
had to cut their way through a good 
deal of bush. They finally left Fort 
Graham on their long journey north 
op July 18th, proceeding along the 
east side of the somewhat turbulent 
Findlay river, which was crossed 
twice. They then crossed the vide 
to Black river, which was followed 
for a considerable distance en route 
to Sylverton outposts, thence to 
Sylverton Landing on Dease_ river,

EDMONTON FLOURISHING 
Calgary's sister town in the north is 
tasting the fruits of prosperity this 


year to # greater extent than at any 
time in her history. The general im- 


provement in crops, business and im- | 


migration just now characteristic of 
the whole North West is perhaps most 
noticeable at three pointse—Calgary, 
Edmonton and Indian Head. 

Calgary can well afford to rejoice in 
Edmonton's prosperity and in the 
rapid increase of settlement through- 
out Northern Alberta generally, not 
only because the whole country is 
benefited thereby, but because what 
benefits the whole country benefits 
the principal business centre. The 
more populsiion pours into Northern 
Alberta the more eolid becomes the 
position of Calgary n* the chief bust- 
ness centre of the North West. Though 
Calgary is not ihe geographical centre 
it bids fair at the present rate of pro- 
gross ta become very soon, if indeed 
it in not already, the mest important 
centre of population. Y/ith the com- 
pletion next month ef the big railway 
shops Calgary will certiiniy be the 
most important railway towa in tho 
North West. 

It is sometimes said there is a fc! 
ing of jealousy between Calgary 2n.! 
Edmonton. There is no reason why 
such a feeling should cxist. The in- 
terests of the two towns are common 
interests. Calgary will perhaps ben- 
efit more largely from the settlement 
of a large population round Edmonton 
than Edmonton would from a large 
influx to the Calgary district, but it is 
important to both places that the 
country of which they are the princl- 
pal centres should be rapidly and 
thickly seitied with a prosperous 
people. Both places should sink 
local jealousies and work shoulder to 
shoulder for that desirable end. 

As showing the progress of Edmon- 
ton and the Edmonton district a letter 
in the Guelph Mercury from Dr. T. H. 
Whitelaw is worth noticing. Dr. 
Whitelaw, whois an observant tra- 
veller, finds that Edmonton is growing 
rapidly, not because of a mining boom 
or any other temporary cause of pros- 
perity, but simply because of the agric- 
ultural wealth of the surrounding 
country. The country nearest Ed- 
monton is largely unsettled, owing to 
the fact that almost all the land near 
tuwn is held by corporations and 
private individuals at high prices. 
“Consequently in driving through the 
country one may travel mile after 
niile without seeing a single farm or 
habitation. For a radius of siz to ten 
miles, therefore, the farms are few 
and scattered, but beyond that the 
better settled parts are reached.”’ Much 
good land, still uncultivated, can be 
bought at from $4 to $6 per acre. 
Many good settlers are coming in, but 
the writer thinks that greater efforta 
ought to be made to induce eastern 
Canadians rather than foreigners to 
settle in the country. “It is surprising 
to find bow large a number of settlers 
here have come from the States of 
Iowa, Dakota, and other western 
parte, who originally left Canada to 
improve their eondition, They have 
eventually arrived, by a circuitous and 
rather unprofitable route, in the land 
to which they should have gone in the 
first place.” He thinks such people 
should reseive at least as much as- 
sistance and encouragement as 
foreigners. “The yield on the whole 
has been very good, though the aver- 
age will not be as high as last year, 
owing to the extremely dry weather 
during May and June. Wheat is re- 
ported as yielding from 20 to 60 bus- 
hels to the acre, barley from 80 to 60, 
on.is from 40 to 100, Alberta oats are 
probably unexcelied, if equalled, the 
world over, in many eases weighing 40 
pounds to the bushel. The yield of 
grain is, generally, where the same 
care is taken in its eultivation, much 
higher than in Ontario, and did the 
same prices obtain here ase there, 
farming would be a decidedly lucrative 

ealling. But the want of railway com- 

tition and the resulting’ excessive 

ght rates materially lowers the 
profit. Prices are expected to advance 
somewhat, but at present wheat No 
1 would bring, if offered, about 68 
cents per bushel, and oats about 2s 
cents. Even at these prices money 
can be made, especaliy in conte. What 
is rather remarkable Ie the compara-

tively high price of bec? cattle, 3% to 
4% cents being paid for live weight, 
and & cents to 7 centa for dressed beef. | 
Similarly, hogs can elways be dis- | 
posed of at good paying prices. Thur 
it happens that a system of mixed 
farming is being adopted by the most 
Drogressive farmers.” Dr. Whitelaw 
says that binder twine to the extent 
of 180,000 pounds was sold at Edmon- 
ton this year, and it is estimated by 
The Bulletin that the season's crop to 
be marketed {n Edmonton will amount 
to 2,160,000 bushels. One of the three 
agricultural machinery firme, the 
Massey-Harris, sold this year over 
$75,000 worth of farm implements. 
Far from being a cnuse for jealousy 
Edmonton's rapid growth, besides 
being a matter for congratulation, 
should act as a spur on the citizens of 
Calgary, enforcing the lesson that 
even with this year’s marked progress | 
and the rosy prospects of 1899 they 
cannot afford to sit with folded hands. 
Something more is required of a 


citizen than merely to attend closely | 


to his own business. Every man has 
a duty to his town as well as to his 
private affairs. The display of a 
little more public spirit, a little more 
interest in the town’s welfare, will not 
hurt any Calgary citizen at this par- 
ticular time, 


TREES AND TYPHOID 


A significant fact about typhoid 
fever is just now of peculiar import- 
ance to Calgary and other places 
similarly located. 

A little investigation has established 
the fact that as a general rule in the 
North West typhoid never occurs in 
wooded districts. It almost invariably 


originates and becomes epidemic in 
the open prairie, away from trees. 
Towns and villages on the flat

rounded by trees and built among 
trees have never originated a single 
case of typhoid tm their whole his- 
tory, notwithstanding that practically 
the game sanitary conditions are com- 
mon to every part of the west. 

Why this is so even doctors are 
unable to satisfactorily agree, though 
ono great fact ia now universally ad- 


mitted, namely that trees’ promote 
| health, 

It is a somewhat curious feature 
about the so-called typhoit fever as it 
'exlets in the North West that doctors 


ave not agreed that it is typhoid at 
all. Many doctors in fact do not re- 
gerd it as typhoid, and it is certain 
that it differs materially from the 
typhoid of the east, one most signifi- 
cant difference being its comparative 
mildness. Typhoid in the east is a 
dangerous and very often fatal dis- 
ease. Typhoid in the west while 
sometimes a serious disease is very 
frequently not dangerous and where 
the patient’s constitution has not been 
undermined by alcoholic or other ex- 
{ecesnes a fatal ending is extremely 
rare. 

Another somewhat curious fact is 
that considering the large number of 
people who use tobacco a surprisingly 
large proporiion of non smokers take 
typhoid. The facts seem to prove that 
tobacco tends to keep off or to kill 
the germs of disease afier the system

a not prepared, however, 
19 take the responsibility of 
cdvancing this as en argument for 
smoking, at least until statistics are 
recertained, and in this connection it 
mey be inentione’ that the North 
j Weet end!y lacks reliable data as to 
matters of health and sanitation. 


What's thie matter with the College 
of Physicians ond Surgeons of the 
Territories? Is the doctor's organi- 
zation merely one for selfish and sor- 
did purposes, or have the publica 
right to expect from {i something of a 
useful public nature? 

But to return to the heading of this 
article. If, as the facts indicate, trees 
do act asa direct or indirect deter- 
rent upon typhoid and other diseases, 
an unanswerably strong reason is 
thereby established for the planting of 
trees on a large scale in every town 
and village now destitute of them. In 
Calgary experience has proved that 
trees will grow and flourish almost 
without attention. If we want to at- 
tract population and make the place 
pleasani to look upon and to live in 
we cannot do better than thus adorn 
our streets and avenues. Private en- 
terprise has done and will do its share, 
but the greatest responsibility rests 
on the citizens who accept the offices 
of Aldermen and Mayor. The Herald 
suggests that every candidate in the 
election which commences next week 
be pledged to support a tree policy 
and inaugurate it early in 1899.

One may gather from this that the 
“real destruction” was going on in 
ether places, as; well as in the vicinity 
of the Kennedy’s ranches. I have it 
on good authority that on the morn- 
ig of the 3rd inst between two and 
three o'clock whilst Mr. Kennedy's 
sons were fighting the fire north of 
their ranches, they themselves sug- 
gested to the men helping them that 
it was time to quit fighting fire and 
return home to take refreshment and 
rest, when the next day they would 
come back and finish their work. 
There was only about four or five 
miles of fire to be fought at this time. 
The absurdity of their proposai 
(which was carried out) did not strike 
them until the following day when 
they were surprised by such an unus- 
ual event, especially in this country, 
as a change in the wind, which so al- 
tered the course of the fire that it 
made a clean sweep of the “Kennedy's 
ranches.” This bring to one’s mind 
or at least it did to mine, the words 
of an old song: 

“Not today, we'll do it tomorrow, 

Lazy people say, to their sorrow.” 
Returning to the subject on which 
1 intended to speak about firstly, viz: 
The N. W. M. P. and their valuable 
asistance at the prairie fires. I wish 
here to state that on the occasion of 
the firet fire, which was started on the 
Sth of October, the police gave the 
most untiring aid in endeavoring to 
put it out, while the settlers south 
of the government fire guard put the 
fire ovt within two miles of 
Cheadle returning the same night 
or rather morning, as it was about 3 
o'clock a.m. when they arrived back to 
their starting point, and ready again 
at 8 o'clock the same morning to battle 
with the north fire, with which they 
were fighting until noon, when their 
hearts were cheered by the sight of 
an officer of the N. W. M. P., fol- 
lowed by an outfit of men and their 
requisites for fighting the fire, when 
the ranchers took the opportunity of 
a minutes respite for rest and refresh- 
ments, the police being slugging away 
at the flames, soon, however, to be re- 
joined by the ranchers, Their united 
efforts were successful about 4:30 

p.m.in extinguishing the last flame. 
The finish up was virtually speaking 
at the door of the Kennedy's ranches, 
but as yet Ihave failed to speak to 
anyon? fighting that fire who saw 
anything of the Messrs. Kennedy east 
of the Knee Hill trail, to which I 
believe thy fought it aided by others, 
Had the wind changed from a north 
westerly to a south easterly direction, 
the Messrs. Kennedy would have had

Mr. Kennedy seems the whole way 
through his letters to have had some 
great grievance, but what it ia is 
hard to conceive. If the Kennedy's 

»Yranches had been owned by any of the 
gentlemen I have mentioned in this 
letter, or others like them, I feel sure 
that burnt ground would not have been 
seen on the Kennedy's ranches. But 
when ranchers sit in their houses and 
take solid comfort for two days and 
a night with a prairie fire raging with- 
in six miles of the ranche it is hardly 
fair (I think unpredjudiced people will 
agree with me in saying) to infer that 
the police are not doing their duty 
whether they be whitewashing or 
what not. 

On the 3rd of November the police 
again gave their assistance at the 
fire which started in close proximity 
to Mr. T. Beveridge’s farm. Probably, 
did they choose to defend themselves, 
they could give the public other dates 
on which their assistance has been 
much appreciated at prairie fires. 

Trusting these few words will some- 
what alter the aspect of things so that 
at least the police may be eredited 
with that which is their due,

THE BOUNTY 
HE PLAVEO A PAYING GAME DURING 
THE CIVIL WAR. 


The Richest Harveste Were Reaped In 
the Clesing Days of the Conflict —Bos- 
tons Exciting Experience With a Gang 
of New Hamprhire Recruits. 


When the civil war broke out and the 
call in the north went forth for volun- 
teers, no bounties were paid, and nearly 
1,000,000 men volunteered with no more 
pecuniary inducement than the regular 
army pay. After a time, however, volun- 
teering languished, and to stimulate en- 
listments bountice wore offered by the na- 
tion, the state and the cities and towns. 
This not bringing forward recruits in suf- 


ficient numbers, the draft was resorted to. 


| 


Drafted men were paid sinaller bounties 
or none at all, and this fart ont into the 
service as volunteers many who were lia- 


procured substitutes, paying at first $100, 
then $900, then $300, and finally, as avail- 
able substitutes grew scarce, much larger 
amounts. May cities and towns obtained 
the recruits needed to fill their quotas un- 
der the various calls for troops by enlist- 
menta in other localities, as men who were 
willing to enlist wanted to be credited to 
the places that would give them the most 
money, Ths procuring of men to serve as 
substitutes and to make up deficient 
quotas grew ints » businees of iteslf, and 
& very profitable one at that. ‘Substitute 
brokers’’ quickly appeared in great num- 
bers all over the north, and they made 
enormous profits by agrec!ng to fill quotas 
at eo much per recruit, providing men 
whom they had induced to enlist on the 
payment of amounts much smaller than 
those offered by the towns. 

Ono of the results of the payment of big 
bounties was the coming into existence of 
a class known as‘‘bounty jumpers.’ The 
various bounties and gratuities toward the 
end of tho war rarely aggregated less than 
$1,000 per recruit, and a great many hard 
characters took advan of this national, 
stete and municipal liberality by enlist- 
ing, getting the money and deserting at 
the first opportunity. It is on record that 
some of these men ‘‘jumped’’ their boun- 
ties as many as 20 times, each time clear- 
ing from $1,000 upward. Generally the 
desertions were effected at the state camps, 
where recruits were herded until called to 
the front. Sometimes, however, the boun- 
ty jumpers did not get away until they 
had been sent to regimonts in the field. 
Uusually the deserters left singly, as op- 
portunities a.ose, but once in awhile 
many would make a simnitaneous bre: 

An instance of the last mentioned sor 
decurred in Boston, which created a sensa- 
tion at the time. On Aug. 21, 1864, 450 
recruits for the First New Hampshire cav- 
alry, urder command of Major Cummings 
and guarded by a company of the Veteran 
Reserve corps, arrived in thia city by spe- 
tial train from Concord. They ha all 
been paid their big bountios the ‘y be- 
fore and were te sail from this — “for 
Washington on the United St -ans- 
port steamer Constitution. Ar..ving in 
the old Boston and Maine station at 11 
o'clock in the morning, they were taken 
under convoy by & detachment of troops 
from the Beach Street barracks and a de- 
tail of police and started on their march 
to Battery wharf, where the Constitution 
lay waiting to receive them. 

A great crowd, which, as The Herald of 
the next day averred, ‘‘consisted mainly 
of the lowest characters from .iorth end,’”’ 
gathered around the detachment as soon 
os it loft the station, and immediately it 
got into Haymarket square scores of the 
recruits threw away their knapsacks, blan- 
kets, coats, caps and canteens and started 
on the run in every direction, their escape 
being covered by the toughs, who sur- 
rounded the guards and prevented thom 
from firing on the deserters. The police 
pursued and caught a numer of tho flee- 
ing men, whom they brought back to the 
officer in command, but about 85 succoed- 
ed in getting away. 

The remainder were marched down 
Blackstone to Commercial street and 
thence to the wharf, but on the way still 
more of them escaped from the ranks, 
while others flung away their clothing and 
equipments, until the pavement along the 
route of march was fairly carpeted. Many 
hurled their canteens at the officers, and 
ono HMeutenant was struck over the head 
with a beer bottle and knocked senseless. 
At the wharf two men broke away and 
jumped overboard, and the guard fired at 
thom, wounding one so badly that he was 
easily captured and killing the other, who 
immediately sank. It is hardly necessary 
to add that the steamer did not linger at 
tho wharf after her unruly passengers 
were aboard, 

In the course of the afternoon ten of the 
deserters were arrested by the police. One 
was discovered to be an escaped convict 
who had been confined in the state prison 
ai Charlestown for the murder of his 
mother, ‘he others were all ‘‘tough citi- 
gens, ' vri! long records of crime and well 
known tw the police in this and other 
cities, Five were found in the cellar of a 
liquor dealer on Hanover strect, near the 
First station house, and a number of per- 
gon were arrested for secreting them.

Repairing Clocks. 

‘*Watch repairers have a horror of touch- 
ing a clock that has been tinkered by ama- 
teurs,’’ explained a watch repairer to a re- 
porter, ‘‘and they would rather got out of 
such a job if they can do so, for the loss of 
one of the smallest parts means consider- 
able work to reproduce it, and much more 
work than tho general customer expecta 
or warts to pay for. They try to get rid 
of such a job when they can, for in nine 
eaves out of ten the result is not ontirely 
oetisfactuiy. People who have a good 
clock, unless they know something about 
the way clocks are made and how they 
should be taken apart, will do the wise 
thing to let it alone when it gots out of 
order, Experimenting with it often 
means the ruin of the clock. It is abso- 
lutely dangerous to try to unwind a main- 
spring, as men have discovered for them- 
selves, unless the proper tools are handy. 
Now, a clock repairer has a contrivance 
known as a spring controller, which grasps 
tho spring and holds it while being taken 
out or put into the clock, so that there is 
no danger, The spring for an eight day 
clock is often two yards long, and when 
suddenly let free it flies out with nearly 
the force of a charge of shot from a gun,— 
Washington Star. 


The Best Parts of Lamb or Mutton. 


In buying lamb or mutton you may 
choose the saddle cr the whole hind quar- 
ter, the leg, loin cr shoulder. ‘lhe saddlo 
is roasted, the leg is roasted or boiled, the 
loin is roasted or cut into chops and the 
shoulder is roasted. Tho hind quarter 
costs inore thai the fore quarter, but the 
shoulder piece, boned and stuffed, makes a 
very nice and inexpensive roast. ‘The 
shoulder and neck pieco are also used for 
lamb stews and fricagsees. 

Chops aro cut in two ways—there aro 
tho long ag and the short chops. The 
long chops haye the flank end Ieft on, 
while in the short chops the flank is cut off 
and only the loin part used, The long 
chops cost less by the pound, but really 
are not #0 cheap, since the flank piece adds 
to the weight without giving any moro 
eatable meat. It takes 50 much more to 
make the amount needed for family use 
that in the end it really costs more than 
the lesser number of pounds of short chops 
at the sy ed price.—Sallio Joy White in 
Woman's Home Companion. 

Secondhand Wagon Wheels. 

Among the great variety of things sold 
at secondhand are wagon and truck 
wheels. Wheels become secondhand from 
various causes. A concern running fine 
wagons kept always in perfect order would 
discard a wheel that was marred, though 
it m.ght still be serviceable and replace it 
with a new one. Tho old wheel would be 
bought by somebody having a wagon re- 
paired and needing a wheel to replace one 
broken and wanting it cheap. The second- 
hand wheel coste little, very much less 
than a new wheel. It may be possible to 
put a secondhand wheel of the same color 
as the other three or very close to it, su 
thas it matches well enough, but men 
have been known to take for the same end 
of a wagon two wheels of different colors 
and different heights. 

When finally worn ont, the old wagon 
wheels and truck wheels aro broken up. 
The wood tg used for burning and the axle 
boxes and Tres go to the scrap heap.—New 
York Sun.
